Albert Pell, M. P., Starts for England 
Laden With Memovies of America. 
Mr. Aibert Pell, M. P., of Engiand, who 

has been in America since the ovening of 
the new year, and has passed much of his 
time in St. Louis, starts east this evening on 
his way home. This morning he was seen 
by a Post-DIsPATCH reporter at his room in 
the Lindell, where the sturdy old Briton 
was sittingin the eold writing letters as 
comfortably as though the thermometer was 
up in the eighties. 

“Don’c you find it cold. sitting here?” the 
reporter asked, glancing tirst at the empty 
grate and then at tite frosted windows. 

“Biess you. no,”’ be answered with a lauch, 
“I can stand this very weil. We Englishmen 
pass a greatdeal of our time in the open air, 
take lots of exercise, and such cold as this 
we don’t mind at all.” 

“I understand that you are going home 
shortly ?” 

“I leave this evening after having passed 
a very pleasant time here. Up to this time I 
have had splendid weather which heiped 
me greatly to observe the points I have 
visited in Colorado.” 

“What do you think of our Western lands 
as an investment?” 

‘That is all according to the bargain you 
make. I believe that a careful purchaser can 
secure ranch lands in Colorado upon favur- 
abie terms.” 

**How did you find the cattle?” 

“Very fair. I was here a few yéars ago, 
and I believe I noticed an improvement this 
time.

“How does American fine stuck compare 
with that of other countries?” 
“It is magnificent; it can compare with 
any stock of tue kind in the worid. ‘The 
Durham and Hereford herds of Kentucky 
and sume other States are equal to any in 
England; in fact, the English breeders im- 
port the American steck for breeding pur- 
poses. ‘This is not so much done now as 
formerly, owing to the dread of importing 
cases of pleuro-pneumonia. ‘lhe restrictions 
upon importing live cattle from America are 
very severe. They can only be brouglit in 
at certain parts of certain ports, and have te 
be slaughtered very soon alter their arrival.” 
“There is still trouble with pleuro-pneu- 
monia in England?” 
“Yes, notwithstanding strenuous efforts to 
stamp it out. Directiy acaseis discovered, 
the animal is killed and the owner is rec- 
ompensed out of a fund levied for that pur- 
ose. This fundis not supplied from the 
imperial exchanges, but froma rate levied 
upon the locality, like the poor rate.”

THE CZAR’S CORONATION, 


A Picture of Imperial Crime and Po- 
pular Misery. 
Translated from a French Journal. 


How grand must be the coronation of an 
Emperor: What joy—what throngs of peo- 
ple—what enthusiasm! A superb, dazaling 
magnificent spectacle, above all, in the capi- 
tal where the ceremony takes place! But no! 
rhis is alladream. The city is somber and 
dismal. The inhabitants have inclosed 
themselves within their dwellings, where 
terror bulds them captive, for they dare not 
venture beyond their thresholds. The old 
are silent, and with drooping heads look 
sadly on the children, who have ceased their 
play under a presentiment of woe. The 
father is gloomy, and the mother clasps her 
infant in her arms,as if a bloodthirsty 
tiger coveted this prey. Allis quiet; not a 
murmur escapes; and even the breath is 
heid. The Czar is in the Kremlin! 

The Kremlin! A collection of towers of 
all forms; of belfries, and donjons, and tur- 
rets; of minarets and belles; of loop-holes, 
crenelated walls, ramparts and fortifica- 
tions ofall descriptions. All inthis vast 
monument—the ancient residence of the 
cruel tyrants of Russia—all announces dis- 
order and violence; all betrays the continual 
surveillance required for the safety of a des- 
pot! The Kremlin—the work of a malignant 
mortal, -whose power knew no bounds and 
represented armed terror and desolation. 
Heritage ofthe dark reign of Ivan IIL, it 
stands a prison, a palace, a sanctuary, a bas- 
tile against the nation, a refuge for tyrants, 
a cell for the people! 

The Czar isin the Kremlin! He conceals 
himself for the ceremony of coronation. He 
desires that none shall know the moment of 
his arrival. Communication by telegraph is 
forbidden as well as public travel on the line 
to Moscow. Thirty thousand men guard the 
roads; posts of soldiers are stationed on the 
embankinents, and patrols aréTunning night 
and day on both sides of the rails. Like his 
father, the Czar travels in acarriage cased 
with pe Parra perhaps that his people, 
in an explosion of enthusiasm, in the wild- 
ness of their joy, might overpower him with 
their adulations, and smother him in their 
frenzied pieasure! 

Why all these precautions! Why this ter- 
ror, even at the moment the Czar is entering 
the cathedral to be definitely crowned and to 
receive the Holy Sacrament? Why endeavor 
to shuffle through the ceremony with closed 
doors, and thus make the coronation a secret 
affair, in which the nation must have no par- 
ticipation ? 

It is because the son of Alexander II. well 
knows the dark and terrible hi-tory of his 
predecessors; because he well knows what 
rivers of blood have crimsoned their palaces, 
and what profound misery they have spread 
throughout the Empire. The spectacle of 
Peter appears before himin allits hideous 
surroundings: he beholds him furious, in- 
toxicated, ina bloody orgy, showing with 
what addresses he can cut off innocent heads. 
He beholds the debaucheries ot Catharine 
andthe infamous licentiousness of Anne, 
and he remembers the cruelties of Elizabeth 
and Catharine II., so famous for her odious 
crimes, her extreme depravity, the history of 
which produces the effect of a horrible night- 
mare, and which even disgusted ber most 
fanatical adherents.

Ejectment Suits. 


A Visit to the Shanties--What the Squatters 
Say--Miss Boyce’s Attorney Talks«*A Great 
Number of Suits to be Brought. 


As announced in the Post-DisPaTcH yes- 
terday afternoon, a number of ejectment 
suits have been filed in the Circuit Court by 
Mr. R. J. Delano, on behalf of Miss Mary 
E. Boyce and against a number of poor peo- 


ple living on a tract of land 
located between Eighteenth and 
Nineteenth streets and O’Fallon street 


and Cass avenue. The territory is a seg- 
ment of a somewhat notorious quarter of the 
city, which has for a number of years been 
familiarly known as Kerry Patch. Miss 
Boyce bases her-claim to the land in question 
through her heirship from the Mullanphy 
estate. A Post-DISPATCH reporter was this 
morning directed to pay a visit to each of the 
defendants for the purpose of ascertaining 
their views of their right to hold their 
homes against the plaintiff’s _ title. 


The morning was bitterly cold 
and walking by no means easy or agreeable, 
but the result was instructive, as il)ustrat- 
ing the doctrines of “vested rights.” The 
first place visited was 
A TUMBLE-DOWN FRAME SHANTY 

on Nineteenth street, a little south of Cass 
avenue. The visitor’s knock was answered 
by a little old woman, whose face, though 
covered with wrinkles and seamed all over 
by indelible traces which a bitter and long- 
continued fight with poverty had left there, 
was intelligent and kindly withal. An open- 
hearted Irish invitation to enter 
was at once extended and accepted and the 
reporter found himself in a small room, the 
only occu’ ants of which were a pair of goats 
chained to a stake in the floor and munching 
a quantity of calico rags. The old woman 
opened another door which admitted into a 
small chamber used as a reception room, 
sleeping apartmentand kitchen, Everything 
was quite cleanly. 

“You want to know what Iam going to do 
about this pit of paper?” exhibiting a copy 
of the petition which had been left with her 
on yesterday. ‘“‘Well, 1’ll tell you. Lama 
widow woman.and I’ve lived here for eight- 
een years, and 2 propose to die here. That’s 
what I’m going to do about it.” 

‘But if Miss Boyce wins the suit she can 
tear your house down and put youin the 
street,” suggested the reporter. 

“No danger of her. winning her suit. 
These houses are not on her property, wher- 
ever that is, anyhow.” 

‘‘Well. on whose property is it?” 

**It’s no one’s property, but in the street 
on Davis street, and | have a better right to 
it than anyone else.” 

‘But if you are mistaken about this and 
judgment goes against you, what are you 
going to du?”’ 

“I’m going to live and die right here,” said 
the old lady with emphasis. ‘This is but a 
poor place, but it’s better than the street, 
and it’s beena good shelter for me this man 
aday. If they go to tear the house down I’ll 
let them tear it down about my ears, but 
give it up 1 will not.” 

A few doors east of the shanty above de. 
scribed, isa low, one-story frame dwelling 
which is 
ONE OF THE BEST-KNOWN SHANTIBS IN 

THE PATCH, 

and a sort of meeting place for the entire 
neighborhood when any especial emergency 
cails for an expression of sentiment on the 

art of the people who make up the Paich. 
The reporter’s presence in the settlement had 
been apparentiy announced by some person 
Who had noticed his call at the other 
shanty, and when he approached 
the second domicile the door was oyvened and 
a number of bare-armed women and a lot of 
children, flanked by afew dogs and goats, 
stood in the doorway to greet him. The 
spokeswoman was a tall and rather gooa- 
looking woman, whose toilet was of an ex- 
ceedingiy simple description though its com- 
poneuts were made up of a variety of colors 
and tragwents. 

“What may be your pleasure, sir?” was 
her tirst question. 

“Only to iearn what you thought of Miss 
Boyee’s suits against you, and if you had 
formed any plan of defense?” 

“Come in, sir, and L'il tell you.” See led 
the way intoa room, one corner of which 
was occupied by a bed which looked as 
though suine one had just arisen from it. A 
cooking stuve in which a feeble fire was try- 
ing to make itself felt was in another corner, 
and a table and kitchen cupboard, and a few 
wooden chairs, nade up the rest of the furni- 
ture of the apartment.

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JORDAN’S DEATH. 


Strange and Sad Fate of an Army Lieu- 
tenant. 


A Fort Whipple, Arizona, letter gives the 
following account of the death of Lieut. A. 
R. Jordan, of the Third Cavalry: 

Being an excellent shot and fond of hunt- 
ing, he joined a party of officers and soldiers 
which left this Post and Fort Verde to go to 
the summit of the Mongolon range, or Black 
Mesa. This range, about sixty miles east of 
Prescott, is noted for the number of wild tur- 
keys, deers and bears to be found in its for- 
ests and canons, Not oneof the party wasin 
such high spirits or in such apparently excel- 
lent health as Jordan, On the night of De- 
cember 10 he arose frpm his blankets, in a fit 
of somnambulism or temporary abberration 
and wandered away from the camp. He is 
said by officers who knew him when a cadet 
to have once or twice walked in his sleep at 
the Military Academv, and the concur- 
rence of evidence and belief is that some 
such clamity befell him on. the _ present 
occasion. The precise hour of his de- 
parture is not known, but it must have 
been some time between 1 and 3 in the morn- 
ing, the herder on duty at the first-named 
hour having seen him in his blankets, and 
the one who went on guard over the animals 
at 3 reporting that his-hbed was empty, a 
circumstance which gave him no uneasiness, 
as he presumed the Lieutenant was only 
temporarily absent. Camp was aroused for 
the work of the day soon after 4 o’clock, 
and it was then discovered that Lieut. Jor- 
dan was missing, and that his boots, coat, 
and vest had been left on his blankets. The 
alarm was at once given, and the camp ‘cir- 
cled’ to ‘eut’ his trail. In the darkness this 
was hard to find, and when struck it 
doubled and twisted in*‘a way to con- 
fuse the most experiereed woodsmen, 
and to assure them that the cqmrade of 
whom they were in pursuit had traVeled with 
great rapidity. The country in that vicinity 
is so cut up with deep canons and cove 
with so much rock that the* human foot 
makes tittle or no impress, and consequently, 
notwithstanding the energy and intelligence 
with which the pursuit was maintained, 
three days elapsed before the unfortunate of- 
ficer. was found—dead—in a small ravine, 
some seven or eight miles from camp, and 
about two or three miles from the canon of 
Clear Creek, one of the deepest and most 
rugged in America. He was lying face down- 
ward on a ledge of rock, his only clothing the 
undersuit worn at the time of his retiring for 
the night and his pantaloons, in the pockets 
of which was a silver box containig thirty 
matches. From a careful examination of his 
trail it was seen that he had been walking and 
running about day and night. During the 
day his trail avoided all reeks, thorns, and 
bushes, whereas in his night travel he had 
stumbled over stumps and fallen down the 
little ravines in his course. His feet were 
badly torn and cut by jagged rocks and his 
face bore marks of severe bruises received in 
his falls. The nail of the little finger of the 
left hand was completely torn off, and dee 
scratches on his hands and wrists showe 
the effects of a fearful struggle in climbing 
up or down steep ledges. That he never re- 
gained possession of his faculties is highly 
probable. Certainly the first thing to be 
done by a man in his right mind, under the 
circumstances, would have been to kindlea 
fire. The country is thickly wooded, and to 


as Jordan was, the kindling of a big blaze 
would have been the work of afew seconds 
only. By this he could have kept himself 
tolerably warm and signalled his where- 
he had 


wandered.” 
LOOK AT THE SIXTH PACE. 


Chestnuts and Chestnut Trees in Italy. 
From the London Daily News. 

Signor Schira, Inspector-General of 
Forests, in an interesting report, says among 
other things that the famous chestnut tree 
on Mount 4Ztna; which st ll Hves, measures 
64 metres in circumference atits base. Its 
age is estimated differently—some attributed 
to it 4,000 some 2,000 years, and recent studies 
give itat least 860 years. There are some 
other famous chestnut trees in Italy, notably 
one in Montamiata, in Tuscany. The deplor- 
able custom Of late years to destroy the 
forests has deprived Italy of many noble 
chestnuts, but it is to be hoped they will be 
protected by the new scheme of ithe Minister 
of Agriculture for rewooding the denuded 
mountains. In the north of Italy the chest- 
nut grows at an attitude of from 400 to 900 
metres above the level of the sea; in sunny 
situations even at1,200. Inthe south the 
zone of growth is between 500 and 1,200 me- 
tres above the level of the sea. 

Almost all theItalian provinces cultivate 
the chestnut, these trees occupying a total 
superfic in Italy of about 496,114 acres. The 
most trees are found in the provinces of 
Lueca, Sondrio and Genoa. In Lucca, for 
example, 182.52 per thousand acres of the 
territory are occupied by the chestnut, The 
total annual produce of chestnut (ffuit) is 
about 5,768,326 quintals. Tbose of Cuneo are 
best boch for quality and quantity. The ex- 
portation is about 70,000 quintals, at a profit 
of about two million francs. There are seve- 
ral methods of preserving the fruit—from 
sugaring the chestnuts toslightly boiling 
and then drying them, or laying them, when 
newly gathered in November, among per- 
fectiy dry sandin vases, and burying the 
vases indry earth, when they will remain 
fresh and good till the next June.

SHOWMEN’S SECRETS. 


How Curiosities are Made for the 
Museums. 


A Recipe for Circassian Girls--Cel- 
tic-Egyptian Charmers. 


“Hannah Battersby’s husband runs a 
blacksmith shop at Frankfort, Pensylvania,”’ 
said the showman to the reporter of the 
Boston Globe. ‘He used to be a living skel- 
eton, but he grew too tat for the business. 
Good living skeletons are hard to get—almost 
as hard as two-headed girls. They can’t be 
made to order like other curiosities.” ‘ 

A real Circassian lady never was shown in 
this country, the showman said. Circassian 
ladies are the cheapest kind of curiosities. 
The commonest female can be turned into 
one in a few days, and itis wholly unneces- 
sary,-according to the showman's idea, to go 
to a far off land after an object that domestic 
resource will supply. Barnum breught out 
the first Circassian lady twenty-three years 
ago. She wasa rather pretfy creature of 
French extraction, and before coming to this 
country she displayed herself in the side- 
shows of France and Germany. John Green- 
wood, since dead, engaged her for Barnum. 
She was dressed in Circassian costume. In 
less than a month every side-show and muse- 
um ip the country were drawing crowds to 
seee its Circassian lady, Circassian ladies 
multiplied until many homes in the land were 
blessed with them, and this day a show is in- 
complete without one. She is almost invari- 
ably the wife of a magician, giant, living 
skeleton, or some other monstrosity or curi- 


osity, who can put herself to no better use 
than to turn herself into a beautiful Cireas- 
sian, no matter how ugly she is, and sell ‘her 
pictures on a platform. 

Every woman in the country who is not 
baldheaded may become a Circassian lady if 
she desires by braiding the hair over long 
pins and saturating it with stale beer before 
retiring at night. In the morning it will 
stand straizht un on the head like a poreu- 
pine’s quills. The beer imparts a wiry con- 
sistency without destroying the gloss or leav- 
ingit sticky.

One of the best conversa- 
tionalists in the business is Sir Walter 
Stuart, who has neither arms nor legs. He 
is intelligent and people seem to forget that 
they are talking to a monstronsity. The 
wages of curiosities range frum $5 to $500 a 
week. Circassian ladies are a glut in the 
market and get but $5 a week. There is but 
one two-headed girl, and she gets $500. In 
displaying their curiosities the showmen 
study well positions and costumes, and an 
‘object that would excite no attention in the 
street strikes with awe and amazement in 
the museum. It behooves every person to 
examine himself critically and see if heis 
not a wonder.

In ard to the elopement of Bull Run 
Russell’s daughter, a Dublin telegram says: 
Confirmation of the reported elopement of 
an Irish titled lady has been received. The 
lady was much respected and moved in the 
best circles. Her companion is a young man 
without means and in every way her inferior, 
except—yes, except. 

A very mischievous story is going the 
rounds in Paris of a young New Orleans man, 
son of an ex-planter, who went to Paris last 
vear and found the Madame—wife of his 
father’s friend—more attractive than spot- 
less, and as one consequence came out minus 
$75,000 inside of three months. Father went 
over from New Orleans to investigate and 
found skeletonsin armor. Madame is ban- 
ished, as she deserved, and the young Ameri- 
can is home again, an older, wiser and poorer 
man. 

The following account is given of the mar- 
riage which has ended! so unhappily between 
the son of Marshal Serrano and the daughter 
oi Don Martinez Campos: The Countess 
de San Antonio was born in Cuba, 
where her father, Don Martinez Campos, was 
for many years Governor-General.

Now not one of 
those same dresses will be used at any 
other affair given ;by these same parties. 
Peple will not consent to use goods that have 
once been worn so that the dresses must_be 
revamped and changed continually. The 
middle class are not so particular and do not 
object toa costume wary because it has 
been worn once before, so that there is really 
more satisfaction and protit in this class of 
trade than Any other.’ 

*‘What prices are paid for costumes *”’ 

“Well, the prices for the stage and for a 
ball are not by any means the same. Cos- 
tumesare never bought, as they are of no 
use to a private person after once using thei. 
The rental of a suit for one night, which in- 
cludes fitting it for the party renting the suit 
ranges from one doilar to ten dollars, and 
it is much more frequentdy four dollars than 
six dollars. Sometimes a partv will enter 
tv contest for the prize for the tinest appear- 
ance;atzan affair of this kind, and then some 
trouble will be taken and expense gone to to 
appear in elegant and expensive outfits.

Now, the costumes in 
one of John McCullough’s plays, or Booth’s, 
if purchased solely for that representation, 
would foot up between $3,000 and: $4,000. 
This would be the figure in the case of a fine 
setting of a Shakespearean play. In 
yrand operas and in the cases of some ac- 
tresses on the stage, Who wear from two to 
five fine dresses in the course of a play, 
the costumes alone would cost between $5,000 
and $10,000." 

“How many costumers are there in this 
eitv ?” 

“Oh, there are two dozen so-called costum- 
ers, but, in my opinion, there are really not 
more than three costumers. The business 
requires no small capital, while the stock Is 
almost useless. It would require fully $15,- 
000 to start into the business with’a suitable 
stock, and you must remember that after this 
is once used it cannot be used again in the 
same condition.” 

“What is done with the surplus stock left 
on the costumer’s hands?” 

“Weil, frequentiy itis sold ata reduced 
price to smailer dealers or costumers in 
small towns for local amusement events, or 
to minstrel troupes or cheap combinations.” 

‘Is the business improving ””’ 

‘Well, yes; you might say that it is, be- 
eause the number of masked balls during 
the season is growing larger. The season is 
short beginning about this time of the year 
and reaching its height about Mardi Gras 
time next month. It is usually of about 
eight weeks’ duration.: Then Lent comss on, 
and this ends the time of amtsements and 
noticeably affects the business. Outside of 
this reguiar demand, local celebrations on 
the plan of tour Veiled Prophets’ procession 
are increasing in number. On the 27th of 
last September, there was a celebration of 
the founding of Cape Girardeau, at which 
there was a= grand parade. The 
best citizens subscnbed and took an 
active interest in the celebration, which was 
a great success. Those participating in the 
parade were costumed as Indian chiefs and 
Spaniards and gotten up regardless of ex- 
pense. The procession and celebration at- 
tracted hundreds of people from surround- 
ing towns and the adjoining country, and the 
affair was quite a success. This example will 
doubtless be followed by many other small 
towns, and from this a great improvement 
in the business might be expected.”’ 

“What prices are charged for wigs ?”’ 

“Wigs and peruques can scarcely be said 
to come into the costumes line. They form 
a separate branch of the business, which is 
monopolized by hair-dressers, who, however, 
frequently furnish them to costumers ona 
contract and let them out on their 
own account. These are, however, fre- 
—— soid, commanding prices ranging 

m $5 to $30. The most expensive 
oe 3 is probably the Charles II., which has 
lofig curis reaching to and covering the 
shoulders. Then there is the Pompadour, 
barrister’s wig and a hundred other descrip- 
tions. As they receive redressing and con- 
stant attention, however, that branch of cos- 
tuming is almost entirely confined to hair- 


dressers or dealers in hair who supply the 
false material for every-day use, as Well as 
for purposes of amusement.’

The “plaza de toros,” or bull-ring of Mon- 
terey, is not an imposing specimen of its 
elass. Seen from the street it presen the 
appearance of an enclosure of reeds some 
eighteen feet high. In reality these reeds 
are fastened to a strong scaff ding of poles, 
which support the seats on the inside and 
serve as a shelter fram the sun and from the 
cold winds which sometimes blow in winter 
time. 

The ring itself is formed of stout posts set 
in the ground about ten feet apart, W ith 
equally stout poles fastened to them —, 
tally, toa height of about eight feet. The 
arena is about 130 feet in diameter. At one 
side of itare large wooden folding gates, 
through which the bull-fighters enter and 
theough which the bull makes his exit, dead 
oralive. Atthe side of the big gates is a 
narrow gate, closing the entranve to a nar- 
row pen just wide enough to admit a bull. 
into this the bu!l is dragged, preparatory to 
making his entrance into the arena, by a 
rope or lasso thrown over his horns. Before 
turning him over to the fighters the tips of 
his horns are sawn off, nature having gener- 
ally made them somewhat sharper than® his 
tormentors consider altogether desirable. 
On the platform and under a red curtain 
whieh is festooned over his seat sits the 
“juez’’ or judge, with his secretary by his 
side and a trumpet@ behind him. Below 
him sit the musicians. who discourse very 
tolerable musie appropriate to the occasion. 
HOW THEY DRESS. 

When everything is ready and the hour for 
commencing (generally 4:30 p.m.) has struck, 
the judge’s trumpeter indulges in a most 
discordant blast and the performers enter. 
First come two “‘chulos” or “‘pallacos,” next 
four or five ‘“‘toreros”’ in single file and last y 
the mounted “picador” or “topador,’’as they 
call him in Montery. The “chulos” in this 
part of the country are. generally dressed to 
represent “paltiacos,”’ or clowns, in red dregs- 
es and with their faces whitened and-snfiiten- 
ed with black. ‘Their duty is to hand the 
“banderillas” to the “‘banderillero,” to pick 
up the broken fragments of the former and to 
make themselves generally useful. The dress 
of the ‘“‘toreros,”’ or bull-fighters, is a showv 
one. Short jackets of bright-colored silk, 
richly embroidered front an! back. some- 
times with silver, sometimes with eolored 
braid: waitcoats also of silk and also em- 
broidered; knee breeches of silk to match 
the jackets; white stockings and pumps 
combine to set off their sturdy figures to the 
best advantage. On their heads ther weara 
cap or bonnet of some dark, soft, rough ma- 
terial, with a projection on either side 
having somewhat the appearance of hanging 
dog’s-ears; at the back of the head is a cir- 
cular bow or knot of black silk, fastened on 
by a string round tne forehead and lonk- 
ing rather like a woman’s back hair. Each 
torero carries over his arm a licht ‘‘capa’”’ or 
cloak of purple stuff; about three feet square 
and generally rather faded. The ‘‘topador” 
is plainly dressed in anordinary grav felt 
“sombrero,” round black jacket and eloth 
trousers. He is mounted on a sorry-looking 
horse and carries a stout lance, about nine 
feet long, to “‘topar’ or stop the bull when 
he charges. The point is prevented from 
penetrating deeply into the anima! by a knot 
or ball placed close to the end of it, leaving 
only aboutan inch of steel blade exposed. 
Over the right eve of the horse is a bandage. 
On tne right side of the “‘topador”’ and 
fastened to his saddle-horn hangs a broad 
sheet of leather, which covers the entire 
shoulders of the horse and the rider's leg and 
reaches below the horse’s belly. The leg of 
the rider is further protected by a_ heavy, 
stiff leather boot, reaching to his knee. 

THE SHOW BEGINS. 

The bull-fighters having thus entered in 
single file, preceded by the ‘“‘pallaces’”’ and 
followed by the “topador,” they continue to 
advance into the arena until opposite the 
judge’s seat, where they form in line, with 
the topador behind them, and salnte by rais- 
ing their caps. They then seatter themselves 
over the arena; topador takes up_ his posi- 
tion close veside the door of the narrow pen, 
so as to be out of the way of the first rush of 
the bull; a trumpet sounds; the pen door is 
thrown back and the bull, whose feelings 
have been considerably hurt by the process 
of prodding him with a lance and inserting 
intu his body a paper rosette, witha barbed 
point attached to it, rushes bellowing out 
and promptly makes for the nearest “‘tor- 
ero.”’ The torero, seizing his cloak in both 
hands by the corners and holding it out to 
one side of him, waits for the bull and lets 
him dive his head into the 
cloak, under the iinpression that 
he is thereby hurting somebody, keeping his 
own body at the same time carefully out of 
reach of the horns and juinping out of the 
way as soon as the bul! has made his charge. 
The topador meanwhile has started towards 
the bull keeping his leather-shielded side 
careiully towards hin. Lf the bull is a good 
bull be goes for the topador as svon as he 
sees him. ‘The topador receives him on the 
point of his lance and, after the bull has but- 
ted the horse in the ribs and belly three or 
four times (most of the biows being received 
on the leather~and thereby rendered com- 
paratively haimless), he generally retires,- 
not relishing the feel of the lance-point, 
which tne topador has all the time been in- 
dustriously digging into him. Sometimes. 
however, the bull perseveres until the horse, 
generally a feeble specimen of his kind, falis 
over and his rider, of course, with him. The 
toreros lmimediately rush forward and en- 
deavor to divert the attention of the bull 
from the tailen pair, being generally success- 
ful in so doing. 

PLANTING THE BANDERILLAS. 

After the topador has ruined and repulsed 
three or tour charges of the bull the bander 
illa bu-iness begius. The ‘‘vanderilia” j. a 
short stick or reed, about a fvot and a half 
long, profusely decorated with tinsel and 
colored paper and armed: with a sharp- 
barbed point. One of the pallacos fetches 
two of these darts trom the side of the arena 
and hands them to the torero, whois about to 
act as ““vanderillero.”” The latter drups his 
cloak, takes a dart in each hand and places 
himself in position. The other toreros, by 
a judicious use of their cloaks, draw the buil 
towards the “‘banderillero,”” who, by stamp- 
ing, ieaping inty the air, uttering short. 
sharp cries and reflections on the bull’s per- 
sonal character and tirat of his nearest rela- 
tives, endeavors to a:tract his attention and 
goad him into actin. The buii tinaily puts 
down bis head and gves for the bandiilery. 
The latter, as svon as the bull starts 
for him, starts alsu for the buil, running 
somewhat in @ Curved direction and, 
crossing just in front of the animal's nose, 
reachés well over, and at the moment when 
the bull aims a biow at him with his horns 
a the two uarts, one on each side of lis 

ack, just above the shoulder. When one 
considers that ail this takes place whiie the 
two parties are going at tuil speed, and tuat 
the torero has, hut ouly to dodge the chrust 
of the buil’s Horns by twisting his body out 
vi the Way, but aiso has to piaut the darts 
neatiy and firnily in their proper pi .ce, it wiil 
be seen that to du the tuing successfully re- 
quires uO small nerve and dexterity. The- 
bul, ou reetiving the darts, kicks, bellows, 
throws his bead irom side to side and ex- 
presses by ail pussibie means his indiguati..o 
and astonishment at the treatment to wich 
he is being subjected. ‘Lue banderiliero 
meanwhile bas rece: ved two fresh bauderiilas 
from the paiaco, the other loreros bring tae 
buil into position as before and the poor mis- 
guided aniniai clarges, getting banderilladved 
a second time. And so on, util taree dr four 
palry are successively pul inty bin.

up in frontof him. The judge bows assent, 
the torero grasps the sword in his right hand 
and prepares for business. He takes a stout 
stick about two feet long and spreads over it 
his purple cloak, making a sort of flag out of 
it, and holding one end of the stick in his 
left hand his sword in the right takes his 
stand inthe grena. The other toreres then 
bring the bull into position and he charges 
the “matador” or “killer.” The latter receives 
the charge in his. cloak, the bull turns and 
repeats his charge again and again. At the 
third or fourth charge the matador, hoiding 
his sword hand on a level with and close to 
his right shoulder, thrusts forward and 
downward just as the bull is about diving 
his head into the cloak. The sword enters the 
the bull just in front of the shoulder, pene- 
trates a foot or so and is immediately with- 
drawn, having pierced the heart or lungs or 
some other important portion of the bull's 
internal economy. The thing is done s0 
}quickly that it is almost impossible tu follow 
it with the eye. If the thrust has beeu ef- 
fectua! the bull staggers wildly for afew 
steps, falls over and dies, the matador 
meantime swaggering off tothe side of the 
arena, wiping tie bloody 8word on his cloak 
and receiving with a complacent smile the 
applause of the s pectators.

How His Performance Impressed the 
. Texans, 
From Texas Siftings. 


Edouard Remenyi, the violin contortionist, 
was in Austin this week. He played at the 
Opera-house. Edouard isa great artist In 
his line, probably the greatest violin player 
in the world. If he had lived in A. D. 64 he 
eould have fiddled Rome into ashes at one- 
third the time that Nero did. On secoud 
thought, he couldn’t, for Remenyi can't play 
when there is any bustle or confusion tn the 
audience. That isoneof his peculiarities. 
He is a genius, or supposed to be one. wuich 
isallthe same. All men of genius have ec- 
centricities, Which in them are adinired, but 
in ordinary mortals would be calied atfecta- 
tion or worse. Remenyi insists on perfect 
quiet when he plays. He says that his old 
Stradivarius will not respond to his spirituosy 
tuuch, or words to that effect, unless the quiet 
surrounding him is so int nse that you 
could hear a heel-tep. He opened his con- 
cert Wednesday night, with Sonate Pathet- 
ique, by Beethoven. Everything went along 
sinoothiy at first, until he got up into the 
crescendo part of the sonate, where the fid- 
die seemed to be trying to get the audience 
to understand that, aided by the young 
nian at the piano, it was describing a pack 
of welves pursuing @ man through 
a boiler factory, Then Remenyi s@pped 
and looked puzzled. Something had evi- 
dently gone wrong. We ‘felt sure that the 
tiddie had got a hot-box. or that the ros.n 
had given out, bnt we were mistaken. 
Signor Remenyi said he could not account 
for it, but that there was something un- 
sympathetic, somewhere in the surround- 
ings. Then, as he looked around the build- 
ing, a sort of Eureka! exvprsseion stole 
over his countenance, and pvuinting to a 


asked tne ushers to be so kind as to stop it 
up, as the vacuum it caused spoiled the 
acoustic properties of the violin—did violins 
to its feelings, as it were. Then the concert 
proceeded until the violin arrived at that 
vart of the Sonate Pathetique where it tries 
to express the low, soft gurgle of the early 
cocktail rippling down a thirsty throat. Evy- 
erything was se quiet that you could have 
heard a pickle jar. At this point, a man in 
the gallery, in ers to adjust his paper 
collar, dropped @ pin. t fell into the par- 
quet. Signor Remenyi stopped, iaid his vio- 
lin on the piano, folded his 
arms, and, striking a Napoleon- 
in-exile attitude, declared that 
such an interruption could not be tolerated, 
and that he wouid decline ‘playing untila 
puliceman removed the man with the paper 
collar, and. also the pin. He said that the 
man could get his money b.ck at the door. 
The man wentout. (He proved to be a coun- 
try ediior who had got in on acomplimentary 
ticket, but he didu’t refuse the ufty cents 
tendered him at the door.) The concert pro- 
ceeded until the sonate was finished, without 
any other interruption, except that Remenyi 
stupped fora moment to say that there was 
a bustle in the audience somewhere that 
must be suppressed. Several ladtes blushed, 
but nv further notice was taken of the 
matter, 

Next we had .a violin obligato, or atro- 
cito, or something of that character. There 
was bieathless atteution in the audience. 
The violin seeined in the hands of the inas- 
ter artist to bea thing of life. It moaned, 
then itemitteda cry of triumph. and the 
next moment it poured vut des airing howls, 
as if somebody had stepped units sure tue. 
Just then Signor Remeuyi stopped. He said 
it was “‘impossibeei”’ to continue until “ab- 
soleet”’ quiet was maintained. There was, 
he said, a person in the nouse whose corus 
were aching; as long as those corns contin- 
ued toache, and if the owner refused to 
go out and take the obnoxious corns with 
him, he “must positively refuse to piay.” If 
the person had no respect ior the player, he 
should certainly have some consideration for 
the Jadies and gentlemen who came to hear 
the **movosic.”’ 

We left the theater after this, fearing that 
the entente cordialie between the Signor and 
his old Stradinavius might be spoi.ed by 
something we night do.

GAMBETTA’S SON. 


The Youth Who Indirectly Caused the 
Death of tae French Statesman. 
Paris Cor. Philadelphia Timnés. 


Alphonse Leon, the eause of the fatal quar. 
re! between’ his unmarried parents whose 
result has plu nee France in mourning, is a 
tall, slender lad, just turned sixteen, who re- 
s-«mbles his mother more than he does his 
father, although he has ali the turbulence, 
vio ence and excitability of the latter. When 
he was old enough to begin his education his 
inother placed him at the famous school of 
St. Barb, entering him by the names of Al- 
phonse Leon, the latter name being accepted 
asa patronymic. Very soon afier this M. 
Gambetta called onthe principe! of the school 
and, taking eare to make clear the motive for 
the interest which he took in the future of 
the young Al; house Leon, recommended him 
to the especial attention of his masters, The 
same explanation was made to bis Puyol, 
the chaplain of the school, who, at the fath- 
er’s especia! request, prepared him for his 
first Communion and Confirmation. 

This is a fact that is somewhat enrious tn 
the life of Gambetia, as it is in direet con- 
tradiction to the open aud marked manner in 
which all other circumstances he ,has taken 
care to maniiest his indifference and hostili- 
ty to the ob-ervance of the usages and cus- 
toms of the church. Not only does he on 
the oceasion of any marriage or funeral 
whieh he may attend decline to enter the 
church. but even the interment of his moth- 
er, some months ago. was a purely civil cere- 
mony, from which every lag of a religious 
civil ceremony, from which everything of a 
religions character was strictly excluded. 
Gambetta did not therefore assist at the-dtirst 


communion and confirmation of his son, and 


it must also be said that. in spite of the pre- 
paration of the good Bishop. these sacra- 
ments did not seem to work any change in 
the character of Alphonse. 

According to the testimony of his school- 
mates and teachers the lad, while ex- 
tremely bright and eteniorns is lazy, un- 
disciplined, noisy and mischievous, but not 
wicked, and this is the exact terms in which 
all the old schoolmates of his father speak 
of the character of the latter during his 
schoolboy days. As the lad grew older his 
father resolved to send him to some school 
where he would be removed from the dan- 
gers of Parisian life and from the indulgent 
weakness of his mother. He selected the 
Polytechnicon of Dresden, among whose 
professors the Republique Francaise had its 
most able German correspondent in the per- 
son of Herr Hessele, and to Dresden accord- 
ingly he was sent in Ayers, 1881. 

‘he reader may perhaps remember that 
during the manth of September of that same 
year the deceased French statesman visited 
Germany, and soon afterwards it leaked out 
that this visit had been made for the express 
parpose of securing a private interview with 

rince von Bismarck. which the wily Chan- 
cellor saw fit to avoid, M. Gambetta had, or 
thought he had, reason to believe that it was 
through the ind secretion of Herr Hessele 
that this fact was made public, and he not 
onty quarreled with Hexsele and took away 
from him the correspondence of his paper, 
but he also took his son away from the 
Polyteechnicon. This was dune last April, 
but since that time a reconciliation between 
Gambetta and Hessele had taken place, and 
the former made ap his mind to send his son 
back to Dresden, which determination is be- 
lieved by many to have led to the quarrel 
and its disastrous resuit. ‘There are a great 
many well-informed persons who think tnat 
jealousy had more to do with the quarrel 
than maternal affection,and that either some 
one of the numerous intidelities of ber lover 
or the belief that he was contemplating 
forming a legitimate union with some one 
else was the cause of the scene that termin- 
ated so terribly.
